Lost by Allies 
In Offensive

LONDON, April 26~(AP)—The 
11-day-old assault on Hitler's con- 


| 


tinental fortress, the world’s | 
greatest sustained aerial bom- 
bardment, has cost the Allies | 


2,200 airmen. 

It has cost 373 planes valued at 
approximately $50,000,000. Figuring 
the value of the aircraft lost and 


the value of the technical educa- 
tions given the airmen lost with 
them, the offensive has cost the 


Allies at least $100,000,000. | 


STAGGERING FIGURES 

The cost sweeps beyond that into 
staggering figures when the wages 
of airmen and ground crews, the 
value of bombs, ammunition and 
gasoline are added, along with air- 
drome maintenance, aircraft repairs 
and hospital treatment. 


The Allied command considers 
the cost—the plane loss is slight- 
ly more than one per cent of the 
33.000 attacking aircraft of all 
types—a reasonable price for the 
results obtained, 

More than 700 fighters of the 
enemy's precious front-line strength 
have been destroyed, and damage 
has been done to Axis air plants 
fields, rail junctions and coastal 
fortifications which may knock 
months off the war. 


MAJORITY PRISONERS 

Of the 2,300 missing airmen most 
are believed to be prisoners of war 
and interned for the duration in 
neutral Sweden and Switzerland. 

The offensive has had three 
main objectives: Destruction of 
the German air force in the air 
and aground; disorganization of 
the German military railroad and 
transportation system; and soft- 
ening of the Atlantic Wall.

Invasion Sacrifices 


The coordinator of food controls hints 
in Ottawa that the start of the European 
invasion may signal a drastic tightening 
up of Canadian food rationing. It is likely, 
he says, that butter rations will be cut and 
that meat may be subjected to further reg- 
ulation. 

If, as is supposed, the freeing of ter- 
ritories now held by the Germans will re- 
quire large quantities of food, and if Cana- 
dians are going to be required to cut down 
their consumption to supply that food, the 
people of this country should be glad of the 
opportunity to offer all assurances that no 
sacrifice is too great for victory. 

Canadian civilian sacrifices in this war 
have been remarkably slight. Outside of 
those who have sustained tragic family 
losses, the Canadian people have gone into 
the fifth year of the world’s most titanic 
struggle astonishingly undisturbed in their 
life, by the conflict of such tremendous 
forces, 

Taxes are high, it is true. People are 
expected to curtail buying to purchase war 
bonds. There is not a great variety of mer- 
chandise upon which to spend money, But 
not one of these obligations has inconveni- 
enced the even ttnor of life. Not one is a 
real hardship. 

Canadians are asked to do so compara- 
tively little that they should at least do 
wholeheartedly the little they are asked 
to do,

Face Value Plus Interest 


Hon. J. L. Ilsley has given assurance 
that the policy of low interest rates will be 
continued, and the market value of Vic- 
tory bonds will be thus maintained. Mr. 
Towers, head of the Bank of Canada, says 
the Government has all the machinery in 
readiness to prevent any slurap in bond 
values resulting from a rush of holders to 
cash in their securities, should this ever 
happen. Mr. Jaffray, general manager of 
the Imperial Bank, stated at Edmonton: 
“These bonds will be vashed at 100 cents on 
the dollar any time the investor desires.” 

These straightforward declarations 
from responsible men who know all the 
facts eliminate any ground for fear that 
bonds may not be convertible into money 
should the holder require cash, or that they 
might have to be sacrificed for something 
less than is paid for them. They remove any 
element of speculation from the investment 
and make bond-buying simply an alterna- 
tive to leaving money lying in the bank or 
carrying it around in the pocket. 

Plus the absolute certainty that the in- 
terest will be paid regularly and that the 
full amount invested will be returned when 
his bonds mature, the buyer is given as- 
surance that if he should need the principal 
before the maturity date he will be able to 
get it back without selling his bonds at a 
discount, 

This covers the whole ground, It makes 
a bond worth its face value in cash, and the 
interest in addition. Why keep money idle 
or drawing a lower interest rate when it 
can be put into securities on that basis? 
The question is not: “Why buy bonds.’ It is 
“Why not buy bonds.”

A Blow-Back 


Whatever may happen when the Allied 
invasion forces land on the continent of 
Europe, most of the predictions are bound 
to be wrong. The prophets differ so widely, 
and foresee so many divergent courses of 
events, that not more than a minority of 
them can possibly be right. One day read- 
ers learn that the fighting will be fierce and 
prolonged; the next day that Germany will 
plead for mercy; the following day that 
Hitler will stall in the east to concentrate 
his troops against the western invaders; 
and on the day after that he will throw 
everything against the vengeful Russians 
and leave the western door ajar in hope 
that the British and Americans will pour in 
and keep some sort of order in at least 
western Germany, 

The only point on which there seems to 
be agreement is that the invasion will come 
soon, and on this point the Nazi broad- 
casters are more emphatic than any Allied 
spokesman. If they reflect the opinion in 
official Berlin, or tell their hearers the 
truth, the enemy forces in the coastal re- 
gion from Spain to Norway have been 
“standing to” for a week or more—and get- 
ting along with little sleep and no leave. 

Perhaps this reaction explains the con- 
tinuing and intensifying barrage of in- 
vasion talk that has been coming out of 
Britain. In any event it is a kind of reaction 
much to be desired. Men who are kept 
keyed up to the alert for many days and 
nights undergo nervous exhaustion. The 
jittery Nazis in the trenches and pill-boxes 
will be less fit the longer they are kept 
under strain. The War of Nerves they 
started has back-fired. 


Japanese Aims in Canada

And in this attack, the Japanese editors 
Show quite conclusively that their people 


came to Canada, not merely as peaceful 
immigrants, but with the idea of “taking 
over” for the Japanese emperor. The amaz- 
ing thing is that they still cherish this 
viewpoint. They still want to assert their 
control, They still regard themselves as 
ecenquerors. 

The fact is that even the Japanese born 
in this country have taken—many of them 
—the oath of allegiance to Toyko. Some- 
thing like 1600 of those born in Canada 
were actually caught by the war in Japan, 
where they had gone to take their military 
training. 

This seems to constitute the perfect an- 
swer to those humanists and sentimentalists 
who declare loudly that the Jepanese are 
a kindly and courteous people, and are not 
to be blamed for the excesses of their mili- 
tary party. It does not matter how kindly 
and courteous any immigrants are if they 
come to this country only to betray it. 

Aside from their personal reasons for 
coming, Japanese are in Canada to add 
Canada to the Japanese empire. Surely no 
manufacturing or productive emergeticy 
is so great as to require any step that might 
enable these treacherous people to get a 
permanent foothold anywhere in Canada.

The official Nazi news agency has re- 
peated the statement that Rome has been 
demilitarized. This leaves the matter 
exactly where it was before the first state- 
ment was given out. Rome may or may not 
have been cleared of military works and 
establishments and converted into an open 
city. What the Nazi radio says about it is 
quite as likely to be false as true. Rather 
more likely, as lying would be to Hitler's 
advantage if the Allies believed the story 
without getting confirmation from some 
dependable third party. What neutral ob- 
server does Berlin suggest as ready to 


guarantee the truth Ls its claim? 


Stockholm newspapers explain that 
Sweden could not stop shipping iron to Ger- 
many because Germany would stop ship- 
ping coal to Sweden. That would be dam- 
aging to Swedish economy and comfort, 
but not so damaging as some things that 
may happen if it-doesn’t cut off the iron 
supplies from Hitler. The Allies are losing 
men and money because these supplies are 
feeding Hitler’s munitions plants. The 
Swedes understand human nature well 
enough to know that will not be tolerated 
indefinitely. They must also foresee that 
they are going to lose both the Hitler iron 
market and Hitler coal supplies anyway 
before very long. 


The Japanese columns which invaded 
Manipur continue to run into trouble in the 
shape of converging British-Indian forces. 
They have lost heavily and are said to be 
fighting now to get control of some shel- 
tered place where they can den up for the 
monsoon season. Whatever their prospect 
of succeeding they are likely to fight with 
desperation, for the alternative is to back- 
track in the rain, perhaps only to find that 
their bases along the Chindwin river have 
been wiped out or occupied by Stilwell’s 
paratroops. As events have transpired the 
adventure seems to be more of a menace 
to the invaders than to India.

The Gaspe peninsula and New-

Houses, barns 
and churches have an old-world 
look, French is the language of the 
land and the life of the commun- 
ities is French, 

Much of the peninsula is wind- 
swept and rocky but there are fine 
pastures and thick forests that 
supply fuel and timber.

What to Do 
With Germany

Europe 


After War Will Require 


Generous Healing Hand; Boys and Girls of Germany Must Be 
Re-educated; German Betterment Will Help Her Victims, 


Chapter IX. 


Economic disarmament must include agrarian reform and 
the breaking up of the Prussian feudal estates. In 1879 Bis- 
marck announced his famous ‘‘compact of iron and rye.” This 
was a high protective policy which aligned heavy industry 


and the feudal landowners against the middle classes. 


To 


justify this shift in political power, resort was once more 
made to agrarian mysticism—the holiness of German soil. 
This was contrasted with the “godless” Social Democratic 


movement and the “Jewish” capitalist traders. 


Thus, long 


before Hitler and the Nazis, the superstition of the superior- 
ity of German soil and blood was offered to protect the 
Junkers, the landowning aristocratic and military caste of 


Prussia. 


The Junkers remained the ruling 
class throughout both World Wars. 
It controlled legislation and joined 
with Hitler to express 


landowning class, the fanatical 
sponsors of super-nationalism, must 
be smashed, It should not be per- 
mitted to survive, as it did after 
the defeat of the Kaiser. Its estates 
must be confiscated and  dis- 
tributed to the peasants in small 
parcels, “Agrarian reform, redis- 
tribution of the land, such as occur- 
red in several European countries 
after the last war, is an essential 
basis for democracy and peaceful 
co-operation.” (J. B, Condliffe, 
Agenda for A Post-War World.) 
Immediately after the armistice, 
the distressful condition of Europe 
will require a generous healing 
hand. It is estimated that 9,268,138 
tons of concentrated foods will tave 
to be sent to Europe in the first six 
months after the armistics, if any 
kind of order is to be maintained. 
Repayment can be made by the re- 
cipients in the form of raw materials 
and other products which the food- 
producing countries may require 
Assuming that this aid becomes a 
gift, we should not be deterred. 
Even on selfish terms, and entirely 
apart from humanitarian considera- 
tions, it will be cheaper than the 
expensive block-busters we de- 
jivered free over Hamburg, or the 
millions of tons of gasoline our 
Jeeps consumed in Africa, 
AID CHILDREN FIRST 


In Germany, children should be 
eided first, and pains should be 
taken through the planting of the 
British, American and other United 
Nations flags and the distribution 
of printed material, to advise them 
that it is the democracies which 
bring them succor. For no oppor- 
tunity should be lost, as we shall 
soon see, to begin the re-education 
as well as the disarmament of the 

* German people. 

Under the close supervision of an 
@ternational commission, Ger- 
many’s economic condition could be 
ameliorated and improved while at 
the same time she would be obliged 
to make restitution. Leading 
economists believe that greater 
wealth as well as reparations can 
be created by intelligent co-ordina- 
tion, Germany's standard of living 
has been so low since Hitler's rise 


Prussian | 
arrogance towards the world. This 


that it will be possible to improve 
it, despite reparation and restitu- 
tion, Under proper guidance, Ger- 
many could produce beyond its in- 
creased needs and use the surplus 
to repair the damage done. 


DYNAMIC SOLUTION 


Economic forces are so uncertain 
and at times so surprising, their 
consequences so involved and un- 
foreseeable, that static and definite 
plans to deal with them are bound 
to be defective. A dynamic solu- 
tion must be sought, one that ad- 
justs itself to progress. Who knows 
what new industries will arise? 
Who knows what new secrets ad- 
vancing chemical knowledge will 
unfold? And how can we judge in 
advance what newly developed 
materials or products will be re- 
quired, or in whate parts of the 
world they will happen to be situat- 
ed? Who can say what new tech- 
nological processes will have to be 
financed, and whether it may not 
be advisable to exploit German 
efficiency and skill along peaceful 
lines by setting up some of these 
new industries in her midst for the 
benefit of world economy as well as 
her own? 

An_ international board of 
directors (similar to the World 
Investment Commission and 
World Investment Bank proposed 
by Professor Eugene Staley) to 
consider these business oppor- 
tunities, could bring them ,to 
fruition. No supplanting of priv- 
ate enterprise is here contem- 
plated. On the contrary, it should 
be encouraged. Its initiative and 
efficiency are not easily main- 
tained by governmental bodies. 
But the very power it generates 
must be channeled in the interest 
of society. 

The controls tm the domestic 
sphere, such as anti-trust laws and 
taxation devices, which we apply 
to protect the public interest, must 
similarily be appiied in the en- 
larged realm of international 
economic activity. 

Our attention to the German 
problem must not make us forget- 
ful of our primary concern for her 
victims, But Germany is not an 
island unto herself. She is part of 
the economic mainland. Epidemics 
of economic disease cross national 
borders. Solution of the German 
problem will help solve the world’s

problem. But the relationship is 
bilateral. Complete solution of the 
German dilemma requires the ab- 
sence of international economic 
anarchy. The responsibility is ours 
so to direct the economic forces as 
to derive froin thein the greatest 
well-being possible for all peoples, 
including the Germans. Isolation- 


ism: is no more feasible in the 
economic than in the _ political 
realm. 


SITUATION ALTERED 

There was a time when the free’ 
movement of goods without con- 
trols was responsible for the great- 
est advance in the standards of liv- 
ing the world has ever known; and 
this period was also the longest 
stretch of comparative peace that 
man has known. But developments 
and complexities of growth have 
altered the situation, 

Co-ordination can bring prosper- 
ity where unilateral conduct leaves 
only depression, Technological pro- 
gress requires exchange of raw ma- 
terials, and selfish national re- 
strictions only come back to plague 
those who apply them, 


LEAGUE REPORT 

In 1939 the League of Nations 
adopted a report providing that its 
economic activities should be sep- 


arated from its political activities. 
In other words the League Council 


was to surrender jurisdiction, so 
that states not belonging to the 
League could be invited to par- 


ticipate in its economic activities. 
The directing body of the economic 
section was to be made up of 24 
state representatives and eight non- 
governmental members, The 
League Assembly appointed an or- 
ganizing committee which met at 
the Hague in February, 1940. 

This suspended plan may well 
be lifted from cold storage to serve 
as the nucleus of a super-national 
organization to co-ordinate interna- 
tional economics. Fine precept is 
afforled by the International Labor 
Organization, likewise voluntarily 
divorced from the League, and the 
Bank of International Settlements. 
Under such a supranational eco- 
nomic authority a Central Bank 
could be established, similar to the 
Federal Reserve Bank, with power 
to raise or lower interest rates 
simultaneously in all countries. 
Thus credit could be expanded or

contracted in accordance with the 
best interests of all nations. There 


would be &n “engineer” in charge 
of the project, and it would not be 
permitted to run aimlessly. Ex- 
change rates could be stabilized 
and an international revolving fund 
could be utilized to check the dis- 
tress resulting from the fluctuations 
of short-term credits. 

Above all, quotas, tariffs and 
other restrictions on trade could 
be controlled. Tariffs would be 
encouraged for infant industries. 
The international body’s jurisdic- 
tion would include control of 
cartels, which could then be 
transformed into instruments of 
international collaboration  in- 
stead of international conspiracy. 
The United Nations have sub- 

scribed to the Atlantic Charter but 
the Charter can be made effective 
only if it is implemented by some 
supra-national machinery. Such in- 
ternational co-operation will ulti- 
mately be thought as commonplace 
as our long-standing association 
with the League of Nations to pre- 
vent shipment of opium, to take 
measures against the spread of 
dread diseases, and to encourage 
economic research while the Unit- 
ed States shunned the League, it 
became an active member of the 
International Labor Organization 
and of the Bank of International 
Settlements. As recently as No- 
vember, 1941, thirty-two nations 
met in conference in the United 
States under the auspices of the 
International Labor Organization 
to discuss plans for economic and 
social reconstruction. 

A similar body devoted to inter- 
national economic problems is the 
real solution for a whole series of 
perplexing problems, of which the 
German is only one.

Record Reported 
For Holstein Cow

E. McCague of Alliston, Ont., has 
set a new all-breeds world record 
for yearly butterfat production in 
the three-times-a-day milking of 
the four-year-old class, it was an- 
nounced here yesterday by the 
head office of the Canadian Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association. 

She started her record-breaking 
lactation at four years and 220 days 
of age and produced 24,466 pounds 
of milk containing 1,163 pounds of 
butterfat in 365 days, with an aver- 
age test of 4.75 per cent.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 
Present day milk formulas for 
well children are relatively simple 
to prepare and well within the 


|vapacity of any mother to under- 


stand. 

The most popular choices for a 
formula are either evaporated or 
fresh, boiled mi'k. The evaporat- 
ed is easy to digest, has a stable 
cream content and added vitamin 
D. The fresh milk should be milk 
with a low cream content, be 
either pasteurized or raw, but al- 
ways boiled for greater safety 
and ease of digestion. 

It is very easy to transpose a 
fresh milk formula to an evaporat- 
ed one or back again. If the formula 
given is an evaporated one, then 
double the number of ounces of the 
fresh milk formula and halve the 
number of ounces of water. Reverse 

the process if you intend to change 
from fresh to evaporated milk. 

To ilbustrate, if the formula con- 
tains 10 ounces of evaporated milk 
and 20 ounces of water and you 
want to change to fresh milk, figure 
20 of milk and 10 of water. 

When a formula is first given 
to baby, it is best to figure the 
amount of milk conservatively, 

One and one-half ounces of fresh 
milk —three-fourths ounces of 
evaporated—for each pound of 
baby’s weight. In a week or two 
or three, when the baby is used to 
the milk and digesting it well, the 
amount of milk may be increased 
to as much as two ounces of fresh 
milk per pound, or one ounce of 
evaporated milk per pound. 

The water content of any formula 
is designed to supply the child with 
adequate fluids for the day and to 
make the milk more digestible. 
Usually the tiny baby can take from 
three to four ounces of formula at 
a feeding, so that the total con- 
tent of the formula will be the 
amount of milk figured according 
to baby’s age, plus the amount of 
water necessary to make the whole 
formula, plus the sugar needed. 

The sugar is an essential part 
of the formula. Cows’ milk lacks 
the sugar present in breast milk. 
So additional sugar not only 
makes the formula more nutri- 
tionally satisfying to the baby, 
but has a hapsy influence on the 
bowel activity. A formula with- 
out sufficient sugar, though 
plenty of milk, may result in 
hard, light and dry stools. 

The amount of sugar usually is 
figured at about three tablespoons 
of corn syrup or six level table- 
spoons of maltose for each 10 
pounds of baby’s weight. When baby 
is taking 32 ounces of fresh or 16 
ounces of evaporated, and about 
four tablespoons of corn syrup or

The Edmonton Pubic: School 
Board authorized the investment 
of $50,000 of the board’s surplus 
funds in Canada’s Sixth Victory 
Loan at a meeting Tuesday night. 


The statement of expenditure 
and revenue for January, February 
and March of this year, given at 
the meeting, revealed a total of 
$368,993.49 has been expended to 
date, as compared with $369,239.29 
in the same period in 1943. Appro- 
priation for the year 1944 is $1,493,- 
889.00 as compared with $1,464,400.00 
for 1943. 


SCHOOL ENDORSED 


The board received a letter from 
the King Edward Park and District 
Community League endorsing the 
action of the Federatipn of Com- 
munity Leagues in approving the 
principle of a “composite” high 
school for the city. 

A request for improvement in 
fire escapes and other features of 
the King Edward Park school was 
referred to the property committee 
for further study.

McAfee, submitted a report on con- 
dition of grounds at McDougall 
school, as requested by the proper- 
ty committee, which recently re- 
ceived a request regarding this 
from the principal of the school. 
Board members expressed the de- 
sire to do something to improve, 
not only this school ground, but all 
others in the city. The matter was 
referred to the property committee 
for proposals vegarding a general 
plan of beautification for all city 
schools, to be attempted after the 
war, 

FESTIVALS SUCCESS 

R. S. Sheppard, superinténdent of 
schools, reported that the first in 
the series of inter-school festivals 
staged on the South Side last week 
had been a success. 

Mr. Sheppard said several of the
